Coal Production 
Up 20.01 Per Cent 

Coal production in the Haz- 
ard Field amounted to 189,340 
tons during the week ended 
May 9, 1964 bringing the total 
for the year to date to 2,922,170 
tons. 

In announcing the figures, 
the Hazard Coal Operators As- 
sociation said the week’s pro- 
duction was 20.01 per cent 
above the 157,770 tons mined 
during the corresponding week 
last year. Production for the 
year to date indicates an in- 
crease of 17.55 per cent over 
the 2,485.950 tons at the same 
date last year. 

Tonnages are computed on a 
50-tons per . basis and are sub - 
ject to adjustmtnt.
